FURTHER FOOTBALL AGITATION AT 
HARVARD. 


'The report of Harvard's athletic 
committee concerning the suspen- 
sion of* intercollegiate football at 
that university, was not accepted 
by the Board of Overseers, but was 
returned to the committee for re- 
consideration. On .April 2, the 
conimittee met and voted to retain 
footijall for the season of 1906. 
this action of the committee in ac- 
cordance with the instructions 
given it. and in over-ruling its vote 
called the committee’s attention to 
the Overseers’ vote of January 10, 
which was as follows: 
f “It is noted that the Committee 
on the Regulation of .Athletic 
Sports be requested to rejxirt to 
this board what changes they pro- 
jxise in the game of football and 
until said report has been accept- 
ed by the governing boards to per- 
mit no further games of intercol- 
legiate football.’’ 

The returning of the athletic 
committee’s report makes football 
for the coming season at Harvard 
uncertain, and unless speedy ac- 
tion be taken by the committee, 
great difficulty will be found in 
arranging a schedule, in addition

ing the methods of choosing mem- 
bers of the staff. This information 
has been obtained from Harvard, 
Princeton, Columbia, Cornell, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, Michigan, 
and Chicago. The plans lielow are 
fashioned chief!)' after those of 
Harvard and Michigan. An effort 
has been made to have them as sim- 
])le as possible, and to make it pos- 
sible to succeed to these positions 
by merit alone. 

The purpose of publishing them, 
liefore they are adopted, is to ob- 
tain the views of the students on 
them as to their suitability and ef- 
ficacy. discussion of them is de- 
sired and any suggestions of addi- 
tions or changes will lie carefully 
considered. It is desired that the 
students feel that they are making 
tb^rules for themselves, and they 
must be the judges of wh.Tt is de- 
sired. 

Every student in the Cniversity 
is eligible ior ixDsitions on the staff. 

If he is not already occupying one 
of the ixisitions, he can do reixjrt- 
ing independently in any line he 
desires, even reixirting the same 
things that come within the pro- 
vince of a department editor. The 
lx;st reixjrt will be accepted, and at 
the election of a new staff the vol- 
unteer may displace the regular edi- 
tor of a particular field. The com- 
lietition will lie absolutely free and 
impartial. 

,\n adequate salary will be at- 
tached to the positions of Editor-in- 
Cbief and Business Manager, so 
that it will lie (xissible for a stu- 
dent to pay his year’s expenses up- 
cn securing one of these positions 
of honor.

“The new baseball rulifig which 
is proposed at Cornell, whereby 
memberis of the ’\'^arsity team are 
allowed to play summer baseball 
for ccnnpensation, except with a 
major league team, or with a New 
York State league team, although 
a radical step, is one which is 
^well worthy of thfe consideration 
of the Athletic ,\dvisory Commit- ^ 
tees of other universities. I'rom 
this, we are led to infer that the 
leaving with a hotel or with any 
other semi-professional team is le- 
gitimate at Cornell. In considera- 
tion of the fact that in conjunction 
•with this new rule, other rules were 
proposed, the substance of which 
is almost identical with that of 
those pissed by Princeton, Yale, 
and Harvard a short tinieiago, it 
a.piiears to us that Cornell has tak- 
en a brave step in the right direc-' 
tion. 

“Another rule states that a man 
m order to be eligible for the team 
must not in the past have received 
compensation directly or indirect- 
ly as a member of a professional 
ream. The injuries which profes- 
sional baseliall playing does to the 
average college athletes are too 
numerous to need discussion. The 
new eligibility code only : Hows a 
college athlete three years in which 
lo be a inemlier of the team of his 
resjiective college, thus doing away 
not only with commercialism, but 
also with the possibility of a man's 
entering college for tlie sole pur- 
]X)se of comiieting in athletics. 

“.\s a result of this new code, 
the ixis.sibility of even having can- 
didates, for teams, who have at any 
time played for compensation is 
reduced to a minimum, and in ad- 
'dition to this, the rigid scholastic 
requirements which are now neces- 
sary for comiietition in athletics at 
Princeton, gives us every reason to 
lielieve that this new rule should 
^ receive a great xleal of attention 
here. , We do not wish to assert 
ourselves as lieing in favor of this 
new ruling, but we do lielieve that 
it is a system worthy, of the care- 
ful consideration and investigation 
of I the Committee on Outdoor 
Sports.”
